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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicants state that Jagadish does not disclose that the data maintained independently from the host computer and input by the user is 
displayed as part of the requested report. Applicants argue that Jagadish does not teach data "input by the user" and does not teach an 
"online terminal" as asserted in the office action (Remarks, pages 7-8). 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Jagadish discloses that the summary parameters may be defined directly by the customer (col 3, line 59 to col 4, line 10, figure 1B, #164- 
168) where it is clear that the summary parameters are the data provided by the customers and where the summary information can be 
accessed online via the online terminal 170 (abstract, col 3, lines 50-58, figure 1B, #170). Therefore, Jagadish does disclose the argued 
features. 
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
